Hangyang have captured the U S 
air force base there, thus reaping

their drive to slice China, in two. 
It was partial recompense for the 
progressing American conquest of 
Saipan in the Pacific.

ment of the advance field, reported 
the vital Chinese

into flames under the pressure of 
the greatest Japanese China

fensive since 1938. 


Loss of the base was a hard blow 


to the Allies, and Maj. Gen. Claire 
Chennuult's fliers quickly retaliat- 
ed, dropping,

from their P-51's and knocking out 
one runway.
